This followed the death of the admnis- 
trator of Kanyosha Commune in the same province. 


Violence also prevails in the northeastern part of the 
country, in the province of Kirundo. The day before 
yesterday, the governor of the province of Kirundo, Mr. 
(Philippe Njoni) reported the assassination of the 
administrator of Kambarangwe, after a grenade was 
thrown into his room. 


In the same province of Kirundo, wrongdoers, who were 
riding a motorbike, threw a grenade into a bar in Busoni 
Commune killing two people and injuring several others. 


While politicians in Bujumbura are searching for a 
lasting solution to the parliamentary crisis which has 
been shaking the political scene in that country, armed 
bands continue with their killing spree.

[FBIS Translated Text] Brussels—In view of the mid- 
1995 elections, Zairian President Mobutu Sese Seko is 
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reportedly willing to drop Prime Minister Kengo wa 
Dondo, and to give opposition leader Etienne Tshisekedi 
another chance. According to observers and press 
releases in the capital of Kinshasa, this scenario seems 
increasingly likely. Tshisekedi would be ready to lead a 
government of national unity, provided the interim 
constitution is fully applied. 


As can be concluded from the reports, some old sup- 
porters of Mobutu’s former united party MPR [Popular 
Movement for Renewal] find it hard to accept the 
relatively independent line Prime Minister Kengo wa 
Dondo wants to pursue. These people include Professor 
Vundwawe te Pemako, the President’s principal private 
secretary, and Honore Ngbanda Nzambo, special adviser 
for security affairs. 


Especially his recent decision to appoint Dzhamboleka, 
a member of his own party UDI [Union of Independent 
Democrats] as National Bank Governor, is reportedly 
frustrating the two men. 


Credibility 

President Mobutu 1s said to be mostly concerned about 
the elections. According to his New Year's message, they 
should take place as early as 9 July 1995. However, no 
elections can be held unless they have been prepared by 
a government of national unity, and by a prime minister 
who has sufficient credibility in large sections of the 
population. Except for the capital of Kinshasa, this is not 
the case for Kengo. Etienne Tshisekedi is expected to 
score very high. 


In an interview taken by the newspaper LE POTENTIEL 
on 26 December, Beyeye Dzhema, one of the president’s 
confidants, departed from the political reality that both 
leaders, Mobutu and Tshisekedi, are ‘“incontournables” 
[unavoidable]. 


Beyeye said that “‘Zaire can only recover when the good 
relations between Mobutu and Tshisekedi have been 
reestablished.” 


Although there have been no direct contacts so far, 
Tshisekedi would not object to reassuming the premier- 
ship. 


He hinted that this could only happen ‘on certain 
conditions”, i.e. based on a strict enforcement of the 
interim constitution as drawn up by the Sovereign 
National Conference, and as signed by President 
Mobutu on 8 April 1994, be it with a few amendments.

UDI Chairman (Alexis Nsangwe 
Mwamba) has announced that in case a political crisis 
crops up in the country, the head of government and 
leader of his party will not hesitate to resign. Similarly, 
Mr. Kengo will resign if the candidate proposed by the 
party to the post of governor of the Central Bank of Zaire 
is not accepted. Correspondent Kamanda wa Kamanda 
Muzembe has the details from Kinshasa: 


{[Muzembe] “What was considered as rumor at the 
beginning has finally been confirmed. The UDI does not 
intend to back down in this new battle for the manage- 
ment of the Bank of Zaire. (Djamboleka Okitangono), 
the UDI candidate for the post of governor, was retained 
among five others, including a foreign expert. Mr. 
(Mwamba) states that the issue was discussed with the 
Zairian political class and the head of state, President 
Mobutu Sese Seko. According to the UDI chairman, the 
reasons for the rejection of Mr. (Okitangono) must be 
objective, otherwise we will consider the rejection as a 
way of preventing the prime minister from having the 
necessary means to exercise power. And in such condi- 
tions, the UDI will draw up the necessary conditions, 
added Mr. (Mwamba), who did not rule out a possible 
resignation of Prime Minister Kengo. 


“The present situation looks somewhat like a showdown, 
and we are looking forward to seeing the opening of the 
extraordinary session of the High Council of the Repub- 
lic-Transitional Pariiament [HCR-PT] slated for 
tomorrow evening in principle to examine the affair and 
make a decision. The applications of Mr. (Okitangono) 
and of his assistant—namely, (Kikata Nguima), who was 
proposed by the Popular Movement of the Revolution, 
are actually at the HCR-PT for advice before the signing 
of the related ordinance by the head of state, Marshal 
Mobutu.”’ 
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Let us listen to UDI Chairman Mr. (Mwamba) speaking 
of the function of prime minister that Mr. Kengo is 
occupying today: 


{(Mwamba)] “We have agreed that Mr. Kengo should 
become Zaire’s prime minister because we were very 
conscious that the fatherland was in danger and that a 
man of his caliber was necessary to face the serious 
problems involved in the transition and to Icad us to 
open elections. Now, if it appears that the political class 
does not want to let Mr. Kengo rule freely and repeatedly 
puts a spoke in his wheel, the party will have to draw the 
necessary consequences, and it may go as far as 
requesting the prime minister resign.” 


The UDI chairman has also made it a point to explain 
why the post of governor of the Central Bank of Zaire is 
important for his political party. 


[(Mwamba)] “The Zairian political class imagines that 
occupying any public position should procure benefits 
for the appointed official and for people from his polit- 
ical group. On our part, we do not view a public position 
as such. The resources that exist belong to the entire 
nation. One should not forget that the present govern- 
ment is a national union one. We do not propose a 
governor of the Central Bank with the view of diverting 
for our party resources belonging to the national com- 
munity and managed by a governor of the Central Bank. 
The governor, even though he belongs to a political 
group before his appointment, carries out a mission for 
the benefit of the entire nation. Of course, you have put 
the question because you consider the Zairian context 
which is immoral and wants the official occupying a 
public position to enjoy more benefits than what he is 
entitled to in addition to his salary.”

Two Subclans Sign Cease-Fire in Mogadishu

cease-fire has been signed in Mogadishu by the two 
subclans, the Afgal, loyal to self-styled President Ali 
Mahdi Mohamed, and Muru Saad of General Farah 
Aidid. The subclan militias battled with each other 
throughout the Christmas and New Year periods, 
leaving many dead and injured. It looks as though 
predictions of a new civil war as the United Nations 
force, Unosom [United Nations Operation in Somalia] 
withdraws, were on the mark, but now it seems a deal has 
been done. From Mogadishu, Ali Musa Abdi has just 
telexed this report: 


The cease-fire has been signed unconditionally by elders 
of the Afgal and Muru Saad subclans, who have been 
fighting each other for the past month in the Mogadishu 
areas of Bemuda and Mediina. The signing took place 
within the last hour and it will take effect from 6 am local 
time tomorrow morning. 


Under the cease-fire terms, a committee has been estab- 
lished to monitor the cease-fire and liaise between the 
militia groups. It’s also been agreed that a committee will 
be set up to oversee the demobilization of militia groups, 
as well as things like the dismantling of city checkpoints. 
The signing ceremony was witnessed by religious leaders 
and members of other clans. There was a serious atmo- 
sphere in the house where the cease-fire was signed and 
verses from the Koran, which preached against war, were 
read aloud. Members of the subclans stressed their 
historical relationship to one another, and generally 
there was a happy atmosphere. 


It is not known precisely how many people have died in 
a month’s fighting, but it seems likely that more than a 
hundred militiamen were killed. Thousands of people 
suffered looting and were displaced in the conflict. There 
is still some doubt as to how this disagreement arose, but 
many people attribute it to a political misunderstanding 
between Ali Mahdi Mohamed of the Somali Salvation 
Alliance and Mohamed Kaniari Afrah of the Somali 
Congress.

[FBIS Translated Excerpt] A meeting to mediate 
between the fraternal communities of the United Somali 
Congress [USC] who clashed in the Godka area of

The meeting was attended by 
religious scholars, intellectuals, elders, and delegates 
representing the two sides. Issues, including the best way 
to stop the shedding of the blood of brothers, were 
extensively discussed, in accordance with the teachings 
of the sacred Islamic Shari‘ah which stipulates that 
whichever party rejects the outcome of the mediation 
should be fought jointly. 


The meeting, which was organized by the religious 
scholars of the Islamic association and mediators from 
the USC-SNA [Somali National Alliance}, was addressed 
by Shaykh Mohamed Ma’alim Hassan and Shaykh 
Ibrahim Mohamed Ali, alias Shaykh Ibrahim Suley. 
They spoke about the indispensibility of living according 
to Islam and of resolving all problems in accordance with 
the noble Koran, which leads to success, both in this 
world and in the hereafter. Mr. Hassan Dhimbil War- 
sameh, Abdi Dahir Ugas Nur, and Shaykh Abdullei 
Ma’alim Hussein Shati Ale, also spoke about the long 
struggle they had waged to mediate between the broth- 
erly communities, and added that the goal for which we 
struggled was not for USC communities to fight each 
other, but rather to do away with injustice and arrive at 
the truth. 


The religious scholars and the elders who participated in 
the meeting to mediate between the brotherly communi- 
ties decided that starting fram tomorrow, 0600, both 
sides should unconditionally observe a cease-fire. A 
tripartite committee has been appointed to monitor the 
implementation of the cease-fire. [passage omitted] 


Cease-Fire Holding in South Mogadishu

The street-battles in the Medina and Bermuda districts 
between the Murusade and Abgal factions of the pow- 
erful Hawiye clan are estimated to have left close to 200 
dead and at least 700 wounded since early December.

(0300 GMT) after negotiations Wednesday between 
elders.

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Government, Public Servants Dispute Viewed

between the Government and its inherited public service 
has long been on the cards. But whether the situation 
erupts into a crippling nationwide strike depends largely 
on the ability of the key players to strike an acceptable 
compromise on starkly opposing agendas. 


The dispute, although centred on a deadlock over min- 
imum wages, has much wider echoes. In essence, it’s a 
stand-off between the Government, with its strong ratio- 
nalisation and affirmative action imperative, on the one 
hand, and the mammoth 106,000 strong Public Service 
Association (PSA), with its mandate from a nervous 
white bureaucracy to protect jobs, on the other. 


Since the talks in the Public Service Bargaining Council 
broke down in October, the PSA, this time in an uncom- 
fortable alliance with COSATU [Congress of South 
African Trade Unions)]-affiliated unions, has frequently 
raised the spectre of a strike. Public Services Minister 
Zola Skweyiya has hit back with bold assertions that the 
Government will not tolerate attempts to undermine its 
efforts to make the public service more representative 
for reasons of “racist self-interest”. But despite the sharp 
words, both parties have displayed a willingness to 
continue negotiations, and the tone of these talks sug- 
gests a real willingness on both sides to resolve the 
dilemma. 


The PSA’s strike ballot is continuing, with the returned 
ballots showing overwhelming support for a strike. But 
the PSA is now placing greater emphasis on the joint 
Government/union task teams currently being set up to 
thrash out acceptable agreements on all the matters in 
contention. 


The task teams, agreed to after the intervention in 
November by deputy presidents Thabo Mbeki and F W 
de Klerk, will consist of representatives from the Gov- 
ernment and all 18 public service unions. They are 
briefed to address minimum wages, a salary structure for 
middle to upper-ranking public servants, rationalisation 
and the affirmative action programme, and are sched- 
uled to convene in mid-January. 


In an interview with the WeekendStar, PSA president 
Caspir van Rensburg said his union accepted the need 
for a leaner and more racially integrated public service— 
“but we cannot accept the strategy being used to achieve 
this objective”. 


“It is impractical to implement a programme of ratio- 
nalisation and affirmative action simultaneously. We 
believe rationalisation should be dealt with first, giving 
employees the opportunity to retire voluntarily or apply 
for other vacant posts.” 
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Van Rensburg, quick to dery the PSA is pursuing a 
hidden agenda to keep whites in jobs, said the Govern- 
ment had demonstrated insensitivity towards public 
servants. This was evident in its initial reluctance to look 
at the salary structure beyond the minimum wages, he 
said. ““We understand there is pressure on the Govern- 
ment Budget, but if no consideration is given to a formal 
salary plan, this single issue could erupt annually into 
industrial action. We won’t allow ourselves to be 
excluded to this extent.” 


Van Rensburg has publicly welcomed the establishment 
of the joint task teams, and expressed hope they will 
emerge with recommendations which will dampen the 
prospect of a serious showdown. 


One gets the impression that Van Rensburg, apart from 
being a shrewd strategist, is the soft face of a frightened 
and potentially militant constituency—and that he is 
attempting to steer it away from a strike which could be 
used by the Government to fire bureaucrats seen to be 
standing in the way of transition. 


Skweyiya has demonstrated a similar diplomacy in his 
efforts to defuse threats made by some of his more 
militant ANC colleagues to force rapid transformation 
by legally challenging the constitution’s job guarantee to 
public servants. 


At the ANC conference in Bloemfontein last week, 
Skweyiya told delegates that the ANC “has given its 
word that it will guarantee the jobs of everybody”. He is 
bound, however, to the growing urgency in government 
circles to get the public service transformation under 
way. 


As leaders at the vanguard of the duel between the public 
service old guard and its new masters, Skweyiya and Van 
Rensburg are respectiv’iy navigating a difficult path 
between compromise 7nd fullscale industrial action. 


Presidential Servants Participating in Strike

than 30 public servants at President Nelson Mandela’s 
Pretoria residence have joined a strike by the South

They told a press briefing in Pretoria the striking workers 
at Mahlamba Ndlopfu included gardeners and cleaners. 


SAHPSWU began striking on Tuesday to press for a 
minimum wage of R1,500 [rands] and a 15 per cent pay 
rise for public servants. It claims to represent 68,000 
workers throughout the country. 


A gardener at Mr Mandela’s residence, Mr Isaac Kgo- 
kane, told reporters he and seven other gardeners who 
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refused to go to work on Tuesday had since been joined 
by more than 30 others at Mahlamba Ndlopfu. 


SAPHSWU General Secretary Silas Baloyi said there 
were also some staff on strike at Westbrook, Mr Man- 
dela’s Cape Town residence. 


Presidential spokesman Joel Netshitenzhe denied the 
claims, adding that “three or four” workers at the 
Pretoria residence had complained of intimidation. 


“They have been threatened that their houses would be 
burnt down if they ignored the strike and it is possible 
that some of them are staying away as a result.” 


Mr Netshitenzhe said none of the staff in the president's 
office or household was a member of SAHPSWU and 
there was no question of a strike. 


Public Servants Attempt To Take Lekota Hostage

Striking public servants on Tuesday [3 January] 
attempted to take Orange Free State Premier Terror 
Lekota hostage but he “slipped away” through a back 
door, South African Health and Public Service Workers’ 
Union [SAHPSWU] leaders claimed on Wednesday. 


At a press conference in Pretoria, SAHPSWU General 
Secretary Silas Baloyi said Bloemfontein union members 
entered the Free State provincial administration 
building on Tuesday to present a memorandum to the 
premier. 


“They insisted on seeing Mr Lekota personally, intent on 
taking him hostage, but he used a back door to slip 
away.” 


Mr Baloyi said the taking of hostages, including political 
leaders, would form part of the “second phase” of the 
union’s strike. 


“Everyone feels we are only joking, but we have just 
started. We still have a bag full of tricks.” 


SAHPSWU national organiser Success Mataitsane said 
“the chances are” the second phase of the strike would 
begin before the end of next week. 


SAHPSWU began striking on Tuesday to press for a 
minimum wage of R1,500 [rands] a month and a 15 per 
cent pay increase for public servants. After a clash 
between demonstrators and the police in Pretoria on 
Tuesday, union leaders agreed to seek permission for 
other demonstrations. 


On Wednesday, union leaders applied for permission to 
hold more demonstrations at four government buildings 
in Pretoria. The city council had promised a response by 
Thursday morning, Mr Baloy: said. 
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Mr Mataitsane said the union’s decision to seek permis- 
sion for more demonstrations was only a “technical 
retreat to limit casualties”. 


“We have not caved in to pressure by the authorities.” 


Mr Baloyi said Pretoria City Council had already indi- 
cated it had “no problem” with more demonstrations. 
“But we suspect the police will not agree. If that happens, 
it is do or die. We will go ahead with our demonstra- 
tions.” 


Buildings targeted are those housing the Commission for 
Administration and the Departments of Finance, Home 
Affairs and Trade and Industry. 


Mr Mataitsane said permission had been granted for 
SAHPSWU to march to the Union Buildings in Pretoria 
on Friday and 15,000 members were expected to take 
part. He said there was no doubt SAHPSWU’s strike was 
a “total success”. 


“None of our 68,000 members throughout the country 
has objected to our decision to strike. All of them are 
staying away from work.” 


When asked to give a breakdown of striking members in 
the various provinces, he said the union had not yet 
received the figures. 


Reacting to statements that SAHPSWU had only 1,085 
registered members, Mr Mataitsane said the union had 
submitted a list of only 1,085 registered members to the 
Public Service Bargaining Chamber because that was the 
minimum requirement for admission to the body. [pas-

Boesak Denies Involvement in Danish Fund Issue

They were then given a bicycle allowance and a system 
by the council to take on their routine visits. 


The device, which cost R2,500 [rands], resembles a 
cellular phone and has only to be switched on to track its 
constellation of satellites and give an exact plot. 


The field researeber then took details of each house and 
its inhabitant in the section, thereby producing not only 
an accurate map of the area, but also of facilities needed 
by residents.

International Bond Said Losing ‘Glitter’

London bond market sources said yesterday the five-year 
bond, which was issued early in December, was now 
trading at a “more realistic” interest rate. The $750m 
was raised at an interest rate of 193 basis points above 
the benchmark U.S. five year bond rate. At the time, this 
translated into an interest rate of 9.7 percent—better 
than many other emerging economies. 


But secondary market trade has seen the SA stock 
offered at 240 points above the U.S. benchmark rate. 
With rates on U.S. five year treasury bonds offered at 
about 7.84 percent. the SA securities were now yielding 
an interest rate of more than 10.24 percent. 


“The higher interest rate is much nearer the mark. It is 
an accurate reflection of how the market views SA,” a 
market source said. He said the issue had generated “a 
lot of hype” because it had been priced so favourably and 
had increased from an initial $500m to $750m. “But it 
seems to have been stage managed with the help of 
professionals.” 


Local bond market analysts said upward pressure on 
U.S. bond rates would take SA interest rates on dollar 
borrowings higher, but it was worrying that SA’s rate was 
rising faster than the rest of the market. It meant foreign 
investors were not quite as favourably disposed towards 
the country as the bond issue price had initially sug- 
gested. The “lukewarm” sentiment and rises in U.S. 
interest rates did not augur well for further borrowing by 
SA parastatals and companies this year. 


U.S. treasury interest rates rose sharply on the last day of 
trade in 1994 and the bond markei has remained weak in 
the new year. The long bond yield was at 7.91 percent in 
early trade yesterday. from 7.83 percent before the latest 
sell-off started. About a year ago the 30-year treasury 
yield was 6.34 percent—before the worst year in bonds 
since 1969 caught investors by surprise. 


The bear run was sparked by inflationary fears and the 
Federal Reserve's moves to raise short-term interest 
rates. The reserve is expected to raise interest rates for 
the seventh time this month. 


Despite higher U.S. interest rates. Eskom [Electricity 
Supply Commission] is still expected to tap foreign 
markets early this year, while Telkom could also follow 
suit. There is also a possibility that the SA government 
will use its Japanese credit rating to issue a yen bond. 


Analysts said yesterday Mexico's financial troubles 
could also cloud the outlook for capital-hungry emerging 
economies. Market players were anxiously watching the 
outcome of moves to restore confidence in the Mexican 
economy, with the U.S. spearheading an $18bn rescue 
package.

The past six months had seen a sharp upswing in 
confidence in government, but German companies had 
expressed concerns about lack of clarity on trade and 
industrial policy. 


“For example, investors are not sure what’s going to 
come after Phase Six,” he said, referring to restructuring 
initiatives in the motor industry to raise its competitive- 
ness. “People cannot just move into this state of uncer- 
tainty.” 


Japanese economic attache Kyoji Yoshino said the 
uncertainty was delaying investment decisions of leading 
Japanese car manufacturers. 


But four Japanese companies had made new foreign 
direct investments in SA this year, increasing the 
number of Japanese companies to 44. ‘There are also 
three or four companies interes'ed in mining, while one 
is planning a telecommunications joint venture with an 
SA partner,”” Yoshino said. 


He said the abolition of the finrand and other foreign 
exchange controls could see the establishment of several 
equities funds. 


Newly-appointed British consul-general Peter Long- 
worth said there would be a concerted effort in 1995 
aimed at converting British goodwill into concrete 
projects linked to government’s reconstruction and 
development programme.

A number of my colleagues now want to 
perpetuate the procedures that we inherited when UNIP 
was the only party in our country, and that is what I will 
refuse. UNIP is a democratic party. It belongs to all of 
us. All of us are equal shareholders, and if Dr. Kaunda 
wants the presidency of UNIP, we will have to go to our 
annual congress, where leaders are elected. 


[White] But surely it must be a little bit galling that your 
predecessor wants to push you out? 


[Musokotwane] Yes, I am little disappointed. That is 
true. But that is not for me to judge. What I am 
demanding at the moment is that I, as second president 
of our party, I am not going to be party to a situation 
where the constitution, where the procedures of the 
party, are thrown away through the window simply 
because the first president of our party wants to come 
back to politics. 


[White] Do you think it is a sign of megalomania—trying 
to come back again? 


{[Musokotwane] I think that he is going through pressure 
from a number of quarters. And maybe it is not right at 
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this moment to judge, but I think it is also not too late for 
us to continue to persuade him that maybe his comeback 
is not the best thing. He can contribute to the growth of 
our country without being president of UNIP, without 
him being president of Zambia. He still can guide. 


[White] Now, you talk about people within the party 
trying to do things that are unconstitutional. Now, 
exactly what are they trying to do that you object to? 


[Musokotwane] First of all, those who wanted Dr. 
Kaunda, as soon as they knew that Dr. Kaunda wanted 
to come back, they held an illegal central committee 
[meeting] where they were deciding how Dr. Kaunda 
would come back. Then, they called a national council, 
even when each one of them knows that they didn’t have 
power to do that kind of thing. And at that national 
council, a quorum of the national council was not 
formed. They went ahead and decided to remove me not 
only from my position as party president, but also to 
expel me from the party, so that when the next congress 
is held where Dr. Kaunda would be acclaimed as the 
president of UNIP, there will be nobody to challenge 
him. This is how they are going about it. 


In the last two, three, four weeks, they have been trying 
to forcibly remove us from office. We are standing firm. 
We are standing on the side of right. We are standing on 
the side of the constitution. We are right. Posterity will 
judge. 


[White] Haven’t you then, in a way, already lost? 


[Musokotwane] No, I haven’t lost, because, you know, 
Zambia is not in a jungle. There are laws that must be 
obeyed. There are courts that must adjudicate, and these 
people, if they believe that my continued stay in office is 
illegal, they can take me to court. But, as I speak to you 
now, I am in the office. I am working. I am running the 
party, and I do know that the right-thinking people of 
our party would want me to maintain discipline. [end 
recording]

That is to say, Mr. Cassius Jacob, who was 
known as Cobra, Michael Seabow, Junior Gore, Otis 
Clay, Ojukwu Larey, and some other commandos of the 
NPFL were summarily executed. We understand that the 
charge against Cassius Jacob was that he sold Gbarnga to 
the CRC [Central Revolutionary Committee], and that is 
why Gbarnga fell. We understand that was the charge 
forwarded against him. As to Otis Clay, Otis was charged 
for the fact that we, that is Supuwood, Tom Woewiyu, 
and Mr. Dhokie, freed him from ECOMOG [Economic 
Community of West African States Cease-Fire Moni- 
toring Group] and sent him to Gbarnga to assassinate 
Mr. Taylor. 
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[White] So, the accusation against these people was that 
they neglected their duty or that they betrayed Charles 
Taylor? 


[Supuwood] That is our information. 
[White] Now, how did you get this information? 


[Supuwood] Well, Liberia is a very small country. By the 
time you do something of this nature in Gbarnga, 
Totota, or Ganta, the informations have reached here. 
Besides, because of these executions, many, many of the 
fighters of the NPFL have fled to the Ivory Coast [Cote 
d'Ivoire]. Many of them are in Abidjan. I personally met 
many of these young fellows and they were very, very 
horrified by these executions, because they felt that 
Cassius Jacob was so close to Mr. Taylor that... [pauses] 
you know, he did so much for Mr. Taylor. If Taylor can 
execute Cassius, they fear he can do it to any of them. 
That is why many of them have chosen to flee. 


[White] So, you said that you yourself met some of the 
people who fled? 


[Supuwood] I have met some of the people that fled from 
Taylor’s camp. I have met some in Abidjan and we have 
sent people in to Danane to confirm the information. It 
is basically true. 


[White] So, how many people, all in all, have fled? 


[Supuwood] Well, as of now, it should be estimated 
about something around 700 to 1,000. Some of them are 
going toward Buchanan, some are going toward the Ivory 
Coast, some are going toward Guinea. It is in the 
thousands now, Robin. The whole Nimba, the whole of 
Nimba is now in flames, because Cassius was the embod- 
iment of all the junior commandos: so his execution has 
thrown in fears from among all the NPFL sectors and 
many of them are flying to Guinea and the Ivory Coast. 
So, they are in the thousands. 


[White] But, Mr. Supuwood, do you have absolute proof 
that that man Mr. Jacob is dead? 


[Supuwood] Well, we have been informed reliably. We 
hope he is not dead, but all informations so far point to 
the fact that he is dead by execution.

[Supuwood] Sometimes, toward the third week in 
December. About the middle or the third week in

Taylor Confirms Executions

Liberian warlord Charles Taylor has announced the 
executions of six of his most trusted generals, claiming 
they betrayed him when his headquarters fell to rivals in 
September. 
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In an interview published Thursday by the factional 
newssheet the New Patriot, Taylor said the six were 
executed in December, and blamed them for the fall of 
Gbarnga, 160 kilometres (100 miles) north-east of Mon- 
rovia, which had been his base for most of the five-year 
civil war. The six were named as Cassius Jacobs, the 
former commander at Taylor's executive mansion in 
Gbarnga, Otis Clay, Ojukwu Larry, Michael Siebu, 
Junior Goll and a sixth identified only as RPG Junior. 


“After three months of intensive investigation, it is now 
clear that the fall last September of our Gbarnga headquar- 
ters was the work of highly trusted generals like Cassius 
Jacobs,” the National Patriotic Front (NPFL) leader was 
quoted as saying. “Like Judas who betrayed Jesus, Cassius 
betrayed me and so | ordered his execution along with his 
collaborators after they were found guilty.” 


Accusing Jacobs of “committing the lives of thousands 
of civilians” into the “hands of the enemy”, Taylor 
declared that “this nonsense will never happen again”. 


He accused the dead men of being “carried away by lofty 
promises” from a group of NPFL dissidents led by 
Liberia’s Labour Minister Tom Woewiyu, who split 
acrimoniously from Taylor last July. Since the execu- 
tions many former Taylor loyalists have taken refuge in 
Guinea and Ivory Coast, according to sources close to 
the NPFL. 


In August NPFL military commander Nixon Gaye was 
also killed whiie under interrogation for allegedly orga- 
nising a mutiny against Taylor. 


The Liberian conflict erupted on December 24, 1989 as an 
NPFL rebellion against the regime of former president 
Samuel Doe, who was tortured to death by an earlier 
NPFL splinter group nine months later in Monrovia. 


All Liberia’s seven armed factions signed a peace deal in 
Accra on December 21 under which they agreed to a 
ceasefire to be followed by disarmament and elections 
later this year. The Accra accord was the 10th peace 
accord since the war began.

One of my colleagues is up there now, and when he 
comes back we will know what happened. 


[White] Is there anything you can now do to stop the 
fighting if, indeed, it is still going on? 


{Nyaki] Well, we hope that we can reach the parties 
concerned if there is the fighting that has been reported, 
and appeal to them to stop the fighting. I hope that they 
will listen to advice, particularly as this... [pauses] if the 
fighting is going on, it certainly will dash the hopes that 
had been raised by the conclusion of the agreement in 
Accra. Stopping the fighting would be difficult because, 
as you know, our mandate doesn’t allow us to get 
involved, but ECOMOG [Economic Community of 
West African States Cease-Fire Monitoring] has a dif- 
ferent mandate. It might find it necessary to do some- 
thing to stop it—but, of course, this is for ECOMOG to 
decide. 


[White] Are you still hoping that the new interim can be 
seated by the 12th? Are you still pushing ahead with 
that? 


[Nyaki] | understand that arrangements are still going 
ahead so that the interim government will be installed by 
the deadline and, yes, we still hope. 1 still hope that it 
would be seated by that date. 


[White] Now, you have only been there yourself just a 
few days. Are you already getting rather fed up? 


[Nyaki] Well, I think it is rather soon to give up. I still 
have hope. Of course, at this early stage my job is to learn 
and I am learning as much as | can, while at the same 
time doing what I can to encourage the parties to 
continue with the peace process. 


[White] What do you make of Liberians so far, those 
you've met? 


[Nyaki] | have met very few. | have met very few. 
[repeats] Actually, the four or five days I have been here 
now have been spent getting briefings from my col- 
leagues. 


[White] Have you been made to feel welcome? 


{[Nyaki] | have been made to feel very welcome. Thank 
you very much. The few that I have met have been very

Muslims Behead Christian in Kano Over Koran

man in Nigeria’s mainly Muslim northern city of Kano 
has been paraded around the streets. Gideon Akaluka 
was arrested at the beginning of December on charges of 
defacing the Holy Koran. The rumor was that he had 
used sheets of the Koran as toilet paper. He appeared in 
court, was convicted on circumstantial evidence, and 
given a month in jail. But that was far too light a 
sentence for some Muslim radicals. They took the law 
into their own hands and things turned very nasty. On 
the line to Kano, Joan Tall asked journalist Sani Jibril 
what happened while Gideon was in prison: 


[Begin recording] [Jibril] Well, the sentence given by the 
judge, while he was in prison, did not actually please the 
Muslim brothers, because they expected a death sentence 
on him. So therefore, since the judge only sent him to 
prison, the Muslim brothers decidedly pursued him and 
planned their way down to the prison yard. They man- 
aged to know the inside of the prison—the cell Gideon 
was in—and they managed to open it and invited him, 
telling him that look: If you don’t go out of this prison, 
people are coming to kill you. But maybe sensing the 
situation around, Gideon discovered that these are the 
people who wanted to kill him. So, he decided to escape. 
While trying to run away, the Muslim brothers chased 
him and caught him. Then when they caught him they 
beheaded him and take the head down to town. 


{Tall} Did people see this actually happening? How do 
you know it was the Muslim Brotherhood? 


[Jibril] Well, really people did not see the time, except 
those who were at the prison who saw the time Gideon 
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was beheaded. But the way people came to know that 
Gideon was beheaded, the Muslim brothers took the 
head round the town, showing it to the people—that 
anybody who does that to the Holy Koran that is the 
judgment. 


[Tall] How did the Christians react? Because | under- 
stand the victim was a Christian. 


[Jibril] Well, actually the Christians did not react, 
because the Muslim brothers going about with Gideon’s 
head did not actually accuse the Christians of per- 
forming the act, but they actually accused Gideon him- 
self as a person. 


[Tall] What did the police and the authorities say about 
this? Did they confirm that it all happened? 


[Jibril] Well, actually the police or the authorities, that is 
security agents, actually reacted, because when they were 
going round the town with the head and the news broke 
to them that this is what exactly happened, they were 
chasing after the Muslim brothers, at least, to be 
arrested. But unfortunately, the soldiers, the Muslim 
brothers, they are just like guerrilla fighters, so they 
managed to at least dodge... [pauses] they dodged. So, 
they could not be arrested. No arrest has been made so 
far. [end recording] 


{London BBC World Service in English at 1705 GMT on 
4 January in its African News program adds the fol- 
lowing: “Reports from Nigeria say extra security mea- 
sures have been introduced in the northern city of Kano 
following the beheading of a Christian man by Muslims 
for allegedly desecrating the Koran. The man, Gideon 
Akaluka, is said to have used a copy of the Koran as 
toilet paper. He was arrested by the authorities last 
month and sent to prison. However, a group of Muslim 
activists broke into the jail and beheaded him. They later 
paraded his head around the streets. There were serious 
rioting between Muslims and Christians in Kano in 1991 
over plans for a visit to the area by a Christian revivalist 


group.” 
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
